THE SATELLITES 01 MAES. 


The authorities «f the Nutjonal Observa- 


tory have lately published in pamphlet form 
rrofessor Hall's "Observations and Orbits 
of the Satellites of Murs, with JJata for 
Ephemerides iu 1870." As many UiBiireut 
accounts 
ol the ..Professor's discoveries 


have been given, some 
of them very 


wide 
of 
the truth, wo 
think ' that 


the following condensation from the dis- 
coverer's owo account, now just published 
In the above pamphlet, together with such 
description of the satellites as can be ob- 
tained from the observations so far made, 
will bo interesting to our readers: 


It appears that in the spring of 1817, the 


idea of availing himself of lllen approaching 
favorable opposition of the planet of Mars 
struck the Professor as a good opportunity 
;o make a search with tho large Clark re- 
flector for a satellite of this planet, taut on 
examination the literature of the planet, 
showed such a mass of observations of varl^ 
ous kinds by the most skilled astronomers 
.hat the chance of finding a satellite appear- 
ed to be so slight that but for the cncourage- 
rjeut of his wife the Professor would proba- 
bly have abandoned the search, 
lint a 


nore thorough examination of tho observa- 
tions showed that hardly any astronomer 
of note had made any special search for satr 
ellltes since the time of Ucrschel. 
Profes- 


sor D'Arrust, of Copenhagen, had, however, 
nade a search about 1802 or 1804, but fall 
ed to find any satellite, and bis failure was 
i further discouragement to Professor flail 
mt remembering the power nnd excellence 
of the Clark Instrument, be thought there 
was still a slight chance, and began a tlior 
jugh search early irr August, at which lime 
he geocentric motion of the planet woulc 
nake the detection of a satellite easy. Ills 
It/ention was fiist directed to several faint 
hjects at some distance from tbo planet 
Jut all these proved to bo fixed stars, ant 
n August 10 he began to examine the 
egion close to 
the 
planet within the 


lare of the light surrounding it, by elid- 


the eye piece so as to keep the planet 
"outside' of::-thd ! field "of 'view 


nd then turning the eyo piece so as to pass 
sornplelely around the planet. This night 
othiug was discovered, as .the saUlltea wore 
ery..near the planet, but on the ulghtof the 
1th, after several sweeps around the planet, 
faint object was discovered that afterward 
roved to bo the outer satellite, but fog from 
le Potomac prevented any further obsorva- 
on at that time, and it was not until the 
fltn that the satellite could be seen, again 
wing to unfavorable' weather.

ight sufficient observations were made to 
low that it was moving with the planet, 
nd on the succeeding night, while the Tro- 
essor was watching for the outer satellite, 
le inner one was discovered. 
Tho oper- 


ations of tho 17th and 18th put beyond 
oubt the character of these objects, and the 
iscovery was publicly announced. 
The 


peculiar motion of the Inner moon puzzled 
10, Professor, as it appeared on different 
des of the planet on the night, which made 
rm think thai thero were two or throe iu- 
er moons; but acloso observation through^ 
nt the nights of August 20 and 21 showed 
mt its frequent appearance was caused' by 
s rapid motion around the primary, which 
in less than one-lliird Hie time of the pri- 
iary'8 rotation—a case unique In our solar 
ystem. 


Of the various names proposed by differ- 
nt parties the Professor has chosen those 
iggested by Hr. Madan, of Eton, England 
amely Deimos for the outer satellite, and 
hobos for theinner one, after Mars'cliailot 
orses", or his sons or attendants, as some 
ahslalors have it.

The'near- 
ess of Ibis satclHtB''to the 'surface' df the 
anet . will produce' apparent eccentri- 
lies of Us motion and cause it to appear 
s a variable slar. .Its nearness to its pri- 
ary will make'lt tbe most difficult to see, 
though the brightest of the two.

The sire of the satellites isjiot well known 
though it is certain .they ate, very small, 
rom comparative measurements of their 
:bt, Professor Pickering, of Harvard, esti- 
ates Deimos to be six miles in diameter 
nd Phonos seven miles, but .other obaer- 
ers have been led to p)ace , dhein at from 
n to fn'urteen miles In diameter.

Professor H-all gives'coilsiderable data for 


ajculatiug epbemerides, which- will be 
und useful in facilitating observations for 
878, but'. the matter Is too long for ttie 
>ace-we have at command, and we must 
lerefore refer our astronomical readers to 
le pamphlet itself, which may be obtained 
y sending to tbe National Observatory at 
rashingt'oB.—Scientific AmcrKan.

THE SPHINX, 
! 


He Is carvod out of the natural rock. If 


we endeavor to picture to oursolves llio ap- 
peal anco of the plateau of tlio Pyramids be. 
fore any tombs w»ro placed upon it, wo can 
have little dlfllculty In tlie task. 
Many 


similar platforms exist all along Hie Kilo lit 
Lower Egypt. Thero is a broad expanse of 
black alluvial soil, dotted with occasional 
palms, and green horo and there with corn 
or clover. 
Beyond I ho roach of the inunda- 


tion rises a wall of stone, 30, 40, perhaps 
GO feet above tbo lower level. The. top is 
flat and covered with looso sand, which 
blows over on tho fields below at ovory 
storm. 
Behind js yet another rWjo of 


higher rocks, and a third step may be still 
further. Ou the intermediate luyel tbe 
Pyramids aro placed. But if we follpw Ibo 
track of the first Pharoan who catno up from 
Memphis to find a suitable place for his 
tomb, threadinc; bis way by the side-of tho 
Nile, through the notworkof canals, toward 
» hollow In tho long lino of. low clifls, tho 
Jrst object which would meet his oyc, stand- 
ing up by itself out of the sand-drift, half- 
way on the slopo between the lower and tho 
ligber platforms, would bo a great mass or 
column of rock some GO or 70 feet in height, 
and backed by a low ridge rnnhlrif* for a 
couplo of hundred fuel toward the fcco of 
tbo hill. Such isolated rocks are common, 
n Egypt. 
One of them stands to tho'I'yra- 


mld of Dashoor just as the Sphinx slands 
to tho pyramid of Chepbren. A similar 
rock probably forms Iho core of the'myste- 
rious Tomb of.Snd'eroo, atMaydoom. Tho 
rock may have already appeared to boar tho 
semblance of a human face. 
But It could 


not be overlooked. Tho flrstrays of tho 
morning sun would strike It, and the Snhinx, 
it is all but certain, miist have, been roiigh- 
hewh by the earliest oacu'plors of'lho'tonibs 
of the ancient Empire. It' has more1 than 
ouce boon suggested that two Sphinxes sat 
by the Pyramids, like the two Meranbos in 
tbe plain of Thebes, and that only ope ro. 
mains. But It Is linprobable that two rocks 
to bo carved were on the same slope.1 Ifa 
second Sphinx ever existed,.bo may 'have 
been wholly built up, a circumstance which 
'would help to account for hjs total Disap- 
pearance. 
In Charlotto Bronte's ;pref<ieo to 


her sister's 'novel', Wutkerihfr STetyhU, sho 
speaks of her breation of tbe character of 
Ileatbaeld in words which ,wilh illght 
change describe the. maker of the Sphinx. 
His work was " town in a wild,workshop, 
With simple tools out of simple materials." 
Ho found the block of sandstone'In tlie' soli- 
tary desert, and, "gazing therein, he saw 
how from the crag might bo. elicited a head, 
savage, swart, sinister i a form molded,wilh 
at least one element of grandeur—power. 
IIo wrought with a riidc chisel and from no 
model but the vision of his meditations. 
With lime and labor, tho crag w>ote human 
shape, and there it slands, colossal, dark, 
and frowning, half slat'ue, half rock; rti the 
latter almost beautiful." But the1 cbnclu- 
ing lines of Currer Bell's wonderful iplctmo 
do 'not apply t,o the Sphinx ', • though its col- 
tiring is " of mellow gray," no mporland 
moss clothes it; no " heath with b'ldo'ming 
sells and balmy frogrnnce groWs1 faithfullly 
close to tlie giant's . foot';.", an Arab sits 
astride on the ear and oilers to chop a- largo 
siece out of tlio eyeball for you for half « 
pranc, or a small piece for a piastre.—The 
Saturday Review.

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Election Fmndai in Seulli CaroUn«. 


Almost every mail brings reports of open 


and systematic frauds and acts of violence 
committed by the Democrats of South Car- 
olina at the electiou last week. The follow- 
ing letter from ex-Congressman Mackey, 
the Republican candidate for election la the 
Chaileston Distilct, published in 
York Tribune, will be found interesting: 


" CHAKLESTON-, S. C., Nov. 7, 1878. 
" MY DISAH Snt: Yours of the 5th inst. 


received. As you anticipated, the Demo- 
crats have counted me out. That I received 
a majority of at least 5,000 them Is no 
doubt; yet O'Connor is given by the elec- 
tion officers a majority of 7,000, aud perhaps 
It will be more. How it has been done I 
shall tell you, and I hope you will publish 
the facts in every paper you can. 


"In the first place, in the appointment of 


managers of elections, tbe Democratic Com- 
missioners of Elections in the several coun- 
ties in this district absolutely refused to ap- 
point a single Republican manager thiough- 
out the district, so that we were compelled 
to vote without a single election officer to 
repiesent us in the entire distilct. It is tme 
we had a United Slates Supervisor appoint- 
ed at each poll; and thougli tho Democratic 
managers at most of the polls admitted 
them into the polling places, yet they lliiew 
every obstacle they could in their way, and 
In no instance would they allow them to ex- 
ercise any authority save to stand by and 
witness the voting. In some instances the 
authority of the supervisors was entirely ig- 
nored. In one case the managers ordered 
the supervisor out of the polling place, and 
upon bis refusing to go they ordered the 
State constables to eject him, which they 
did. This was at the Mt. Pleasant poll in 
this county. At the Palmetto engine bouse 
In Ward Three of ibis city, the supervisor 
was severely beaten by the Democratic 
voteia and driven away flora the polls. The 
authority of the United States Marshals 
was treated with titter contempt, and to 
lave themselves from arrest by the city and 
State authorities they were compelled to re- 
tain from exercising any authority. 


' In tills city tho Democratic managers n: 


elections arbitrarily refused to at least 2,000 
colored voters tbe right to vote. Unless a 
colored man was known to one of the man- 
ageis of election be was ic fused tbo right to 
'ote unless he could bring witnesses to 
•rove ivheie he resided. Many were turned 
off under-the pretext that they were not 
wenty-one years of age, or rather that the 
managers weie doubtful of it. 


"At the last session of the 'Lrgislature,the 


wo voting precincts in St. Audiew's Parish 
were abolished, and the 000 colored voters 
if that section of the country left without a 
rolling place. The parish is only separated 
rom the city by the Ashley River, and used 
o be connected with Charleston by a bridge 
which you will probably recollect was burned 
at tbe eradiation of the city by the rebila. 
The people crossed over to the Ci(y of 
iharleston for the purpose of voting, but 
be Democratic managers would not receive 
heir votes, though the City of Charleston 
was the only place where they could vote. 
The Legislature alto abolished nil tbo voting 
places on tire State road between Charles- 
on and Suramcrvllle, and yet when the 
>eop1c came to Charleston to vote the Dem- 
yratic managers denied them the privilege, 
telling them to go and vole where they 
ived, although they knew full well that 
here was no polling place where they ra- 
ided. 
" Notwithstanding all these outrages, the 


Republicans carried this conuly by at least 


,000 majority, but to their utter anrprise, 
'ben the ballot-boxes were bpened at the 
arlous polls,, the boxes were found, 16 con- 
ain In most cases several hundred more 
ballots than there were names on tbe poll, 


Out of the 82 polls in this county, at 


0 of them the ballots were largely in ex- 
cess of the names ou tha po,ll list. Every 
allol-box was atufled with ticket" of ,tbe 
ind I ruelose. [The ticket Is of tissue pa- 
er with the names printed upon it. 'For 


Governor, Wade Hamptou,' etc.] These 
diets were uot circulated during the elec- 
lon,but'bad been printed by the berap- 
cratic Executive Committee and distiibuted 
mongat the managers only. The regular 
Democratic ticket as well as the Republican county, 


ticket, was five times as large. In most in- 
stances, especially where very lew Demo- 
cratic votes were cast, the managers, after 
counting tbe ballots and ascertaining the 
excess, returned them to the ballot-box, but 
were careful to leave tb«m unfolded, and 
proceeded to draw out the number of bal- 
lots in excess. They were careful, how- 
ever, to draw out none of these small tick- 


eta, but iu every instance tbe large Repub- 
lican ballot)/ #ere drawn out and destroyed. 


" At the ilt. Pluaaant poll 482 Republi- 


can ballots were thus drawn out and de- 
stroyed, and this poll, where the Republi- 
cans had voted five to one against the Dem- 
ocrats, was made to give a Democratic ma- 
jority of 320. 


"Tbe most outrageous cases of ballot-box 


stuffing occurred at the two polls in Ward 
Three of this city. At the poll known aa 
Palmetto Engine House, one of the mana- 
gers, W. L. DaRgett, the foreman of The 
JVeiw and Courier job printing office, stuffed 
2,500 of these' little tickets in the box after 
the poll was closed. Tbe managers, finding 
that there were 3,509 ballots In the box, de- 
clined to throw out any, but counted them 
all, and returned the vote of that poll as 461 
for Mackey and 3,108 for O'Connor. 
At 


the other poll in this ward the same act was 
performed, and tbe managers returned 121 
for Mackey and 1,866 for O'Connor, so that 
one ward out of the eight in the«lty was 
made to give a majority of 4,302 votes foi 
O'Connor. 
Tha utter impossibility of vo- 


ting 3,560 persons at one poll in the space of 
twelve hours need hardly he argued. As 
tbe managers swore each voter separately, 
and in many cases consumed three or four 
minutes questioning some voters, it is safe 
to say that the average time consumed in 
voting each man was one minute, which 
would allow 720 votes to be polled, proviJei 
theiewasa continuous stream of voter 
during the twelve hours the polls wen 
opened. Tet at this poll the managers 
make a return under oath tbat 3,560 person, 
voted in the space of twelve hours.' By this 
method Charleston City Is made to givi 
O'Connor a majority of 6,527, or a majority 
larger than the entire Democratic vote o 
the city. 


"Throughout this country and the entire 


disti let the boxes weie stuffed In the same 
way, 
not only in Charleston, but In Clareu 


don. Not satisfied with stuffing the ballot 
boxes, tbe Democrats, finding it impossible 
to stuff the ballot-box at the Washington 
Engine House, In Ward Six, because of tbe 
vigilance of the United States Supervisor 
put out the lights and stole the box aud de- 
stroyed It because I had a majority of about 
500 there.

At 
piescnt a largo amount of animal matter is 
deposited from thu daily drainage, of these 
woiks, and lull to putrefy on the surface, 
making tlm air m Clio neighboihood un- 
healthy as well aa.iinplei»iiint. 
This will 


glow vvuia-j as long aa it conLinncs, and may 
ioon become dangerous. Provision sliould 
be imuicdiately made for the daily removal 
ol' these wastes iu a manner to prey-out the 
pollution ui'either the soil or tun air. 


But the necessity lor house drainage is 


equally imperative lao'.igh less obvious. 
Thu eaith Is, to a certain extent, a 'purify- 
ing agent, and u limited amount of foul umt-

sion to poison the watei which is drawn for 
domestic use. 
Much of the oartli nhout thu 


houses iu the older parts ol Liu) town is 
now probably chaiged with iiltli to the limit 
of salety, and some has undoubtedly passed 
it. 
If the wells were lobe abandoned for 


domestic supply, the ground might be used 
for a longer liuio as a receptacle for fllth, 
but, iu time, the exhalations into- cellars 
and into the outer air \voitld be clangeious, 
a.-.d provision for daily removal would be- 
come ueccssaiy. 
If thu wells arc to be re- 


tained for a domestic supply of water, as)d-

luui of sewerage for the constant removal 
of liquid refuse should 0(3 pioviiied as soon 
as practicable. 


Provision must soon be made fur the le- 


movui of storm waters fioin llm surface of 
tht) streets aud grounds through drams to & 
natural water course. As the lots, ate uioie 
improved und lank upou tlm flow of Sturm 
waters ucioss them will be pievenled, and 
turned into llie slu-eis, u'heie it will do 
much damage if allowed to gathot iu great 
volumes on the sin lace. 


These tbiee principal oUj<-cls u! drainage, 


for LJusUil, may be well accomplished by a 
single system of sewers, and simplicity, ef- 
ucicncy und economy will be best subserved 
by one system to accomplish the icmoval til 
itll lefuse which can bo carried in w.iter. 


For ceitum of the refuse, which uiusl"1>u 


removed, no other than tho water-can iage 
system la practicable, and as sou era need 
to be built for this purpose, it is butler iu all 
respects, in this" case, to combine the ob- 
jccls. 


The disposal of the refuse is a matter of 


great Importance. The ultimate discharge 
of the water will be into the Delaware river, 
whatever the plan of treatment, unless it is 
pumped back a great distance, ami used iu 
irrigating land. 
As the water supply of the 


town is troiu this river, cart) must be taken 
that the sewage is uol mingled with the 
water supply. Fortunately thu volume ot 
water tlowing in the river is so large and 
the width of the river so great, as lo make it 
possible to pluce the intake of Ihe watei- 
woiks out ol'danger from lliu drainage out- 
let. There are three principal ways of mak- 
ing town sewage harmless, 
a si, by chemi- 


cal treatment; 2d, by passing it through 
land covered with vegetable growth; 3d, by 
dilution iu u large volume of water. Under 
favorable circumstances, like those at Biis- 
tol, the latter mode is much less expensive 
than the others. Forthemst two plans i1 


is essential, and for the other desirable, that 
Ihe sewugu for a large district be gathered lo 
a common outfall, and, up to this point, the 
system is ordiuauly the same, and,ol'eouise, 
would be equally expensive for each plan. 
In case the sewage can be discbaiged into 
a large volume of running water, for dilu- 
tion, tho cost ceases here, but for cbemical 
titfalment ttie .iccessary hiiililiugs, tanks 
and other plant must be added, and a con- 
stant expense for chemicals inclined. No 
towu has yet been able to get a lemrn for 
manure equal to the running cost of the 
treatment, lu Biistol irrigation by gravita- 
tion cannot be practised, and irrigation 
would therefoie require the constant pump- 
ing of the sewage to a farm where it could 
be applied without fatal objection in the 
neighborhood. 
LJuder Ihe circumstances 


thu returu from Ihe farm cannot bo ex- 
pected to approach the cost of tbo opera- 
tion. If either'chemical treatment or irri- 
gation were made an essential condition of 
tliB sewerage of Bristol, the greatly increased 
cost might, perhaps, postpoue ilie'execution 
of the work for a long time, and Ibe health 
of the comuiuflity would iu [hat ecse suffer, 
I think, much more than if the sewage is 
discharged into the river, especially so, if 
the intake of the waler-woiki la placed iu a 
proper loeatisn. 


The present location of the intake is uot 


as favorable to purity as Is to be desired. 
I Blood on thu bank a short timu after an 
ofl'-shoto. blow of wind, and noticed that 
much floating matter passed down by the 
intake, uear the shore, while the middle of 
tho sueam seemed quite free t'loji such 
matter. A lime above the works a small 
sewer was discharging its contents into ibe 
liver, which seemed likely to pass tho water- 
supply intake before it could be much dif- 
fused in the flow of the stream, aud among 
other ibiiigs a dead aud bloated dog floated 
•lowly along near by. 


It was impossible to avoid the conviction 


that the water for domestic use would be 
improved if the intake were removed to the 
oilier side of the channel, and water wera 
drawn fioui near the shore of the island, 
where the chances of pollution would be 
much reduced. 


Taken from this location, I do not see 


that the least objection could be made to 
the water for household use, aud even after 


discharged near tuo canal basin, the water 
supply would be, I think, unobjectionable. 
In that case the huge volume of water in 
the channel of thu river would b« flowing 
like a wall between the two points under 
consideration. At all events thu water from 
that point would be for superior to, aud 
safer than the water from wells near llie 
houses. 


Should it finally appear necessary, cbemi- 


cal treatment could be applied near the 
drainage outlet without extra cost. 


A careful review of this question of sew- 


age disposal, for Diislol, leads me to the 
conclusion that there is no less objectiona- 
ble plan, than that of discharge into the 
river, near Ihe canal basin, available within 
a reasonable cost. 


The'lown is favorably situated for a sim- 


ple and economical system of drainage. 
Neaily all ihe area east of the canal can he 
conveniently gathered to a common point 
al the lower end of ihe town, aud ibut por- 
tion of the area, which will soon need drain- 
age, west of the canal, may be drained to 
the same point, or to a point in the uear 
neigbboihood. 


It is impracticable lo define hi detail a 


scheme best suited to your needs, or to give 
sizes or grades of sewers, without more 
complete information lhan is now available. 
It Is especially necessary to have a complete 
set of levels, so that the contour of the 
giotiud may be well determined, and llie 
areas to be seived by eacb sewer ascer- 
tained. 


I can, however, say that the proper course 


for a main sewer, which will serve for the 
final outlet and relieve your present needs, 
lies as follows: 


From Jefferson Avenue, lurough Canal 


street, Washington street, Canal street, and 
in continuation to Beaver dam road, Beaver 
dam road, Tond street, and Mill street, 
ibeuce thiough the wlmif property, and be- 
tween the canal basin and Delawaie river, 
to the point of discharge near the outlet of 
Ihe Delaware division of the Lehigh canal. 


At the point of discharge the mouth of 


the sewer should be wholly below low waler, 
which can be accomplished by running Ihe 
sewer down on a steep grade for a few feet 
of its length at the ouilet.

charge into the liver lu the least objectiona- 
ble way. 


Perhaps the area on the west side of the 


canal, whicb will earliest demand drainage, 
is that near the stocking mill. This a^a 
can probably be economically served through 
Buckley street and the Beaver dam road, 
joining the main sewer on the east side, 
near the Intersection of the continuation of 
Canal street wilh the Beaver dam road. 


The remainder of the settled area of the 


west side may be drained through Bath 
street and Otter street, and joined with the 
main sewer of the east side at the junction 
of Pond street aud Mill street, or, possibly, 
carried along the southwesterly side of the 
canal basin to a point of discharge near the 
main of the easterly side. In any cose it is 
quite feasible to design a good plan of draiu- 
ago for ihe west side, as well as for the east 
side, but Ihe settlement of detail must await 
Ihe information as to levels, etc. 


Tho uiaiu sewers, above suggested, will 


receive by lateral sewers the drainage of the 
greater portion of ihe east side before reach- 
ing Will street, and about, all tho remainder 
by a lateral through Radchfle street, or per- 
haps partly through Cedar streel. 


Fioin my examination, and the informa- 


tion 1 obtained through your citizens, I con- 
clude that health aud economy require the 
early construction of a good sewerage sys- 
tem, and that this can bo done at a oompar- 
alivaly moderate expeudituie.
